GENERAL ORDINANCE NO. G- 3 7 ~ 

AN ORDINANCE banning the making of employment dependent 
upon political activity or political contributions 

WHEREAS, there has existed in the City of Fort Wayne administrations 
for many years, both during the Republican administration and the Democratic ad¬ 
ministration , coercion which in effect requires participation in political fund raising 
by requiring employees' of the City administration of the City of Fort Wayne to con¬ 
tribute a percentage of their salaries and wages to the political party then in power 
in the City of Fort Wayne; and 

WHEREAS , said coercive method of raising funds deprives the City of 
much of the professional and administrative assistance which it would otherwise 
have, because of the reluctance on the part of persons seeking employment or seek¬ 
ing advancement in their City employment, to be required to pay a portion of their 
salaries and wages as tribute and as a pre-condition to employment, or continuance 
of employment, or advancement in employment; and 

WHEREAS , this onerous method of political fund raising is now being 
condemned by HR-2920, which Bill would eliminate above political patronage 
practices in State, County and City programs which involve Federal funds in any 
manner, which Bill has now the support of seven (7) Indiana Congressmen; and 

WHEREAS, it is in the best interest of good government to eliminate 
said political patronage practices in the City of Fort Wayne, Indiana; 

NOW THEREFORE, BE IT ORDAINED BY THE COMMON COUNCIL OF 
THE CITY OF FORT WAYNE, INDIANA: 

SECTION 1. Whoever, directly or indirectly, promises any employment 
position, or compensations, or other benefits or whoever requires, that as a condi¬ 
tion to continuation of employment, or advancement in employment opportunities 
with the administration of the City of Fort Wayne, a political contribution is required 
shall be guilty of a misdemeanor and shall be fined in an amount of not more than 
One Thousand Dollrs ($1,000.00) or be imprisoned for a period of not more than six 
(6) months or both.

Gentlemen and Mrs. Schmidt: 

I am in receipt of Bill No. G-75-12-29 and Bill No. G-75-12-10. 

I have signed Bill No. G-75-12-29. If you will examine the contract 
with the Machinists very carefully, you will find contract language 
to the effect that it is a violation of the Collective Bargaining Agree¬ 
ment for any administration to impose upon any employee coercive 
two per cent fundraising techniques. 

It is gratifying to know that Council has in effect ratified this action 
on the Administration's part. However, I would like to advise Coun¬ 
cil that perhaps your bill has not gone far enough. At some later 
date the bill should be amended so that no political subdivision can 
impose two per cent contributions upon their employees if those sub¬ 
divisions are located within the confines of the City of Fort Wayne 
or if they employ people who live within the City of Fort Wayne. By 
such an amendment, Council would thus be in a position to protect 
those residents of the City of Fort Wayne who work for the County 
and the State and are presently paying two per cent against their will. 

I now wish to address myself to Bill No. G-75-12-10. This bill 
passed with nine yes votes. I am sure that all those voting aye did 
not vote thus with the purest of motives. It had been my intention to 
veto this legislation and to force Council to reconsider it. It had 
been my feeling that if there was any faith involved in the Women's 
Bureau, then Council had to become the defender of that faith. How¬ 
ever, after the recent Chrismas eve massacre, it appears that we

ative to the free and uninhibited spirit. I now agree with Council 
for the removal of the Women's Bureau from City Government be¬ 
fore another important entity becomes a political casualty.

If any section, clause, sentence, paragra'ph, 
part or provision of this Ordinance shall be held invalid 
by any court, it shall be conclusively presumed that this 
Ordinance would have been passed by the Common Council without 
such invalid section, clause, sentence, paragraph, part or 
provision. 

This Ordinance shall be in full force 
and effect from and after its passage, approval by the Mayor, 
and legal publication thereof.
